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Monday Is the Last Day— 


Have you filed your federal in- 
come tax returns? 


The deadline is next Monday. If 
you haven't filed by closing time 
on March 15, it will cost you extra 
money, the penalty being one- 
fourth of your tax, plus interest. 


In other words, if your tax works 
out to $20 and you try to pay’ it 
March 16, they’ll tack on $5 just 
to remind you of something you 
ought to know by now, anyway 
namely, that it’s a good idea to be 
prompt. 


After a month or two or three, 
itll be $5 extra plus interest on 
the $20 for every day beyond this 
deadline. After the better part of 
a year or longer, they’ll send a 
special type of internal revenue 
“G-man” out after you. 

And if you permanently “forget” 
about your income tax—well, they 
put Al Capone on the “rock” of 
Alcatraz for non-payment, you 
know. And reports filtering out of 
that grim sandstone fortress are 
that Al doesn’t like it out there 
very well. 


Auto Deaths on increase— 
The national safety council re- 
ports that during 1936

In addition to the fatalities, about | 


400,000 persons were permanently 
disabled by accidents, and 10,300,-

Accidents rose in every field. 
Home accidents took 39,000 lives 
24 per cent more than in 
Occupational accidental deaths rose 
9 per cent, to 18,000. Miscellaneous 
public accidents not involving auto- 
mobiles, rose 6 per cent, and killed 
19,000. 

Worst of all was the toll of the 
automobile. 
rise was smaller than in most clas- 
sifications, 4 per cent, fatalities 
reached the ghastly total of 38,- 
500. 

It is encouraging that plans for 
1937 in most states involve material 
increases in safety work of all 
kinds. Perhaps we are beginning 
to learn something from our 
horrible past death tolls—and are 
at last on the road that leads to- 
ward general accident prevention. 


Hard Earned Money 
For Taxes— 

If you are an average person, 
government spent $142 of your 
money last year. If you are head 
of a family of four that means 
$568 of your earnings went for 
taxes. 

The total 


cost of government, 


according to the Commentator, was | 


close to $18,000,000,000 in 1936. 
That represents spending at the 
rate of almost $1,500,000,000 a 


month; $49,000,000 a day, Sundays | 


and holidays included, and $334,000 
an hour. 

These are staggering figures— 
and another comparison made by 
the Commentator is also stagger- 
ing. In 1913, the national income 
was $3343 per capita, and the total 
governmental debt, federal, state 
and local, was only about one-sixth 
as much, $59.29. 

In 1936, our national income was 
$469 per capita—and total govern- 
mental lebt $422! 

The American people are bur- 
dened with a debt of incalculable 
size. They are faced with taxes 
that can only be described by the 
word confiscatory. And still they 
permit the politicians to spend ex- 
travagantly—while they too often 
scramble for their part of the 
bounty like islanders diving for 
coins.

Employers Threw One Million 


Into Jobless Army During 
Month of January 


The revelation in the current re- 


port of unemployment issued by 
;William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 


that over one million workers were 
dismissed from their jobs during 
January because ‘of slackening in 
retail trade, building and manu- 
macturing industries and farm 
work presents a heartrending pic- 


of 


ture the uncertain social se- 
curity which confronts working 
men and women throughout the 
country 

Through no fault of their own, 
but simply because employers have 
built up a system under which 
they will not employ those who 
must work for their living unless 
there is large profit in the opera- 


tion, millions of workers and their 
dependents are periodically thrown 
onto relief agencies because there 
are no jobs for them. 

In addition, the unemployment 
report emphasizes the not generally 
known practice of part-time em- 
ployment which industry imposes 
on large numbers of workers with 


weekly earnings so low that the 
assistance of public or private 
charity agencies must be sought 


in order to keep body and soul to- 
gether for these unfortunates. 

“The year 1937 opened with lay- 
offs which added 1,001,000 to the 
unemployed,” the A. F. of L. state- 
ment said. “This is the first time 
since January, 1936, that there has 
been any significant in 
unemployment; with the exception 
of small layoffs in November, em- 
ployment has gained for 
a year. From January to Decem- 
ber 1936, 3,223,000 were added to 
the nation’s payrolls; then came 
the January layoffs, decreasing this 
gain to 2,220,000 for the 12 months 
period.

“When the increase in our work- 


ing population is accounted for, 
our estimate of the total number 


unemployed stands at 1,041,000 in 
January, 1937. This compares 
with 8,990,000 in December, 1936, 
and 11,666,000 in January, 1936. 


Over Half Million Clerks Laid Off 

“January and February are usu- 
ally the low ebb months of the 
vear. This is the time when de- 
mands on relief begin to be heavy 
when families out of work exhaust 
their resources so that relief need 
continues for the next three 
months. 

“January is the slack month in 
agriculture and this year our farms 
laid off about 200,000 hired work- 
ers from December to January; it 
is the month when retail stores lay 
off their Christmas help, and this 
year stores which had taken on 
192,000 workers for the busy sea- 
son, laid off 552,000 in January. 

“At this season, also, building 
and manufacturing industries reach 
a low point; and in January, 1937, 
148,000 in manufacturing and 92,- 
000 in building were dropped from 
payrolls. Seasonal dullness cost 


thousands of jobs in 45 of the 89, 
labor 


industries reporting to the 
department. 

“The January layoffs were in 
general no worse this year than 
last, except in agriculture, where 
200,000 lost their jobs this year as 
compared to 120,000 last year,”
